May 8.— State 
School 
Commissioner E. A. Jones has pre­ 
pared and is sending out the superin­ 
tendents and principals of the schools 
of the state a circular letter, request­ 
ing the observance of May 18, the 
anniversary of the opening of 
the 
Hague conference in 1899. 
This day 
is celebrated throughout Europe and 
by many organizations in America. 
Proper observance of the day affords 
opportunity to present the virtues, 
“ humanity 
and 
universal 
benevo­ 
lence," for the 
consideration 
they 
merit. 
For many years it has been 
the practice of the public schools to 
observe certain days which mark the 
anniversaries of the birth of noted 
Americans and also to commemorate 
great victories went by the nation. 
Commissioner Jones 
approves this 
practice, saying that true patriotism 
may be exhibited in times of peace 
j as well as in the dark days of fierce 
| conflict, but that he who diverts war 
is no less a patriot than he who turns 
j the tide of war. 
Observance of the 
; day he thinks will aid in inculcating 
this sentiment into the minds of the 
i youth of the country. 
The circular 
says that by recitations and readings 
concerning peace from the writings 
of our greatest 
statesmen and our 
most celebrated poets its blessings 
| may he more fully appreciated,.the 
j the horrors of war realized, and the 
tidings of “ peace on earth" 
given 
! more universal acceptance.

Columbus. May s.—The 
proceed­ 


ings of the recent 
meeting of the 
state and local boards of health, pub­ 
lished in the Ohio Sanitary Bulletin, 
just out, show that C R Baker, one 
of the representatives of the Salem 
hoard of health at the gathering, ad­ 
vocated the passage of a law creating 
county health officers. 
The delegates 
were divided on the proposition, some 
being for and some against it. 
Some 
strong arguments were presented in 
its favor. 
In urging the necessity for county 
health officers, Mr. Baker said: 
"If I 
were able to appeal to you people as 
coming from one border of the state 
and the other border of the state, un­ 
til you were perhaps more proud of 
this great state than ever before, I 
would take all of that concentrated 
energy and every drop of enthusiasm 
1 could command to say we ought to 
have county health officers. 
In most 
of tlie counties of the state township 
trustees do not consider themselves 
a board of health. 
They do not take 
time to investigate the health laws.

day, May 9, the speed of Nebogatoff's 
division being only about seven knots 
an hour. 
These ships are believed to 
be in need of coal and stores, and their 
deficiencies n this respect probably 
will be supplied by Vice Admiral Ro- 
jestvensky at some friendly port after 
the two admirals effect a Junction. 
The future movements of the Rus­ 
sian Pacific squadron is a m atter of 
suspicion here, although the delay of 
Rojestvensky on the IndoChina coast 
has raised a doubt as to his purpose 
to move northward and risk an en­ 
gagement at an early date. 
The Vladivostok torpedo boat de­ 
stroyers have not been reported and 
it is believed they have returned to 
Vladivostok 
Gadgeyadana, Manchuria, May S.— 
Since April 29 the Japanese have been 
advancing slowly and intermittently, 
pushing forward their columns succes­ 
sively *'rnm right to left under cover 
of a screen of cavalry and Chinese 
bandits. 
Tht* advance has resulted in 
straightening the alignment of the op­ 
posing armies, Russian detachments 
which were far advanced on the Hanks 
being forced to retire. Erdagou, to the 
eastward, was occupied May 5 and is 
under pressure by the Russians. 
The 
Japanese later evacuated the place. 
On the left the Russian cavalry re­ 
tired behind the Liao river, the Japan­ 
ese occupy ing Palaotun, Sanllngan and 
Batzya. 
The village of Shahedzl, on 
the railroad north of Changtufu, has 
been occupied and burned by the Jap 
anese. 
It is re IK) r led that 
the Japanese 
armies in the center have been rein 
forced. 
The force at Field Marshal 
Oyama's disposal, according to infor­ 
mation recently received, is 348 bat 
talions or 39(1,(100 men.

Mr. Alexander says in part:

i oa this subject and without rev iewing 
ali the society’s statem ents on this 
subject I consider that th ere can be 
no doubt as to th ree facts:

ter since the date of its organization 
on the m utual plan: second, that the 
profit’s of the society hav e been ac­ 
cum ulated for its policyholders, an i 
third, that the surplus of the society 
is held for the exclusiv e benefit of its 
policyholders.
